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1, Gince May 1949 the general policy of the Yo Chi Minh Government has been 
te limit the activities of official Viet Nam delegations abroad and to con- 
centrate activities in "Overseas Committees" (Uy Ban Hai Ngoal). The 
principal committee is in Paris with two branch committees in Prague and 
in Rangoon. The Rangoon committee serves also as a liagion between Paris 


and Viet Nan. 


2. The "Overseas Commiites" is the directing staff of all Vietnamese organiza-~ 
tions abroad (Vietnamese Vomen, Yorkers, Students, cultural groups, etc.). 
it serves as liataon between the overseas branches of these organizations 
and the main orgenization in Viet Nam. It serves as lieison between the 
Vietnamece organizations and various world organizations such as the World 
Federation of Democratic Youth, the World Federation of Trade Unions, 
Yaaens' International Democratic Federation, etc. 


3, The Viet Minh Tong Bo through means of the "Overseas Coumittee" chooses the 
various Vietnamese representatives at international meetings. The "Overseas 
Coumittes” aids in the handling of expenses of the delegates, proper travel 


paners, etc. 


Bangkok was formerly the seat of one of the principal"Overgeas Committees,* 
ba in May 1949 it was replaced by Rangoor,, The secretary of the "Overseas 
Committee” in Rangoon is Nguyen Yan Thanh.* He is also secretary of the 
“inigon sommittese of the Vietnamese Students organization. Tran Minh is 
secretary of the Rangoon liaison committec of the Vietnamese Labor organiza~ 
ticn. Mae. Tran Van loan. wife of the heed of the official Ho Government. 
delegation in Rangoon, is secretary of the liaison committee of Vietnamese
